LETTER FROM ROME. 


[Señor De Celia, editor of La Crónica, 
of this city, lias favored the H e r a l d 
with the following translation of un 
interesting letter from his paper’s cor­ 
respondent at llome:] 
I have for a long time ceased to eive 
the readers of your paper any news 
from this interesting old capital; hut, 
much against my will, my extraordi­ 
nary occupations and misfortune in 
any family have, until now, prevented 
sue from keeping up my regular cor­ 
respondence with our dear Crónica. 
I am going now to take a fresh start 
on a subject which I hope will prove 
very agreeable to 
your intelligent 
readers; I mean the Italian-American 
schools, with which the New World 
so largely contributes to regenerate 
the Old Continent. Mr. Van Meter, 
of New York, was the founder of the 
Italian-American schools which were 
established in this city three years 
ago. He is a fine-looking gentleman 
of about fifty; of a very affable, mi Id 
disposition and manners, and one that 
at first sight inspires confidence and 
draws the affections of all who know 
him, especially the little ones, who not 
only find a benefactor in him, but a 
loving father as well. 
It would be long and tedious to enu­ 
merate tlie great obstacles this gener­ 
ous gentleman hud to surmount be­ 
fore lie could attain the noble object 
of popular education—the object for 
which lie had abandoned his distant 
native country; but the constancy of 
his nature, his vast intelligence and 
the love for the human nice which 
seems to animate him, made him con­ 
quer, in a short time, all popular pre­ 
judice, ignomuce, and, what is still 
worse, religious superstition. I 11 this 
manner Mr. Van Meter was soon en­ 
abled to open two schools, one for boys 
and one for girls, which not only are 
at present In a flourishing condition, 
but can be set lip as model schools. 
The object of this establishment is to 
bring the children up as good Chris­ 
tians, good citizens and more particu­ 
larly as men who love humanity, in 
order to attain at some future day" uni­ 
versal fraternity, which will lead to 
the happiness of the human race. The 
boy’s school is located near the Vati­ 
can and is well attended, mostly by 
children of the poor, who heretofore 
lived in an almost total moral abjec­ 
tion. 
To these, 
besides educating 
them carefully, Mr. Van Meter fur­ 
nishes good, substantial food. 
The Girls’ School occupies a mag­ 
nificent hall in theground-floor of the 
same house where Mr. Van Meter re­ 
sides, and is frequented by about fifty 
girls of good families. Resides gen­ 
eral instruction they are taught draw­ 
ing, English and French, embroidery 
and chorus music. We had the pleas­ 
ure of paying a visit to this school and 
noticing 
personally 
t he 
progress 
achieved by these interesting young 
ladies, and 
we 
were particularly 
pleased at the frank, bright manner in 
which they answered our questions, 
showing a very remarkable efficiency 
in elementary education. 
In addition to this, Mr. Van Meter, 
not being satisfied with caring for the 
moral and intellectual education of 
the children, lias also provided for 
their physical training, and with this* 
object in view lie lias selected largo, 
airy rooms, with plenty of light and 
located near the gardens, so that his 
pupils can breathe a healthy, pure at­ 
mosphere. 
The furniture in both schools is ex­ 
cellent, especially the benches, which 
are made after the same pattern as 
those used in your schools, and which 
ought to lie adopted bv our municipal 
authorities. Honor to Mr. Van Meter, 
benefactor of the Roman youth! 
Gratitude and thanks are also due to 
the generous American Committees, 
who, with their splendil donations, 
assisted that gentleman in defraying 
the great expense annually incurred 
by these schools. We sincerely hope 
and pruy that Mr. Van Meter may be 
enabled to open new schools next 
year, in order to spread instruction as 
much ns possible among our growing 
yoi 
being regenerated 
outb, who stand in so much need of

Robbing St. Peter’s Treasury. 


A great deal »f scandal has been 
made over the robbery of the sum of 
135,009 francs from t he Treasury of St. 
Peter’s by its Secretary, Signor For- 
nari. The treasury of St. Peter’s is 
administered by four ecclesiastics— 
Mgr. Vitelleschi, Mgr. Riva, Mgr. lJe- 
ricole and Mgr. Moutaui. 
When, a 
few weeks ago, they examined into 
tlie state of the funds, they were as­ 
tonished to find a large sum missing, 
and summoned Fornari to their pres­ 
ence. He confessed that he had spec­ 
ulated with some of the money and 
had bought a Hotel in the Via Frat* 
tina, which he hoped to rent out in 
such a way as to enable him to soon 
pay hack the money lie had taken. 
On further examination it was discov­ 
ered that the large amount of 135,000 
francs was gone, and in consequence 
the prelates said that, although they 
would in their charity grant a certain 
time to Fornari to enable him to re­ 
fund what he had taken, they must 
remove him from his responsible po­ 
sition. Instead of endeavoring to re­ 
pair the mischief ho had done, Ids 
courage failed him and he killed him­ 
self; and so all the world knows what 
otherwise would have been kept se­ 
cret.—[Rome Correspondence Catholic 
Review. 
An improvement in inside window 
blinds was suggested to us the other 
day by one of our subscribers.

Mineral Wealth of 
Southern 
Cali­ 
fornia. 
The ore taken from the quicksilver 
mines near Santa Barbara yields 
twenty per cent, of pure quicksilver. 
The indications are that these mines 
will equal in richness and extent the 
famous New Almadén mine in Santa 
Clara county. The mountains be­ 
tween this city and Santa Barbara are 
rich in mineral. The discoveries al­ 
ready made are but the first of many 
that will follow. Other than quick­ 
silver mines will no doubt be discov­ 
ered. There are ledges of gold and 
silver-bearing rock in those moun­ 
tains, and they will soon be found and 
worked. The hills east of Los An­ 
geles are full of precious metal. Gold 
is found in small quantities iu all the 
gulches and flats, and experienced 
miners are confident good diggings 
will yet be found in the locality. Up 
on the San Gabriel river there are 
hundreds of acres of ground where 
gold is found in considerable quanti­ 
ties. A great deal of mining has been 
done in that vicinity, ni:d a number 
of men are still employed there. The 
new mines in Holcomb Valley are 
yielding large wages, and new discov­ 
eries are made almost every day. 
Some sixty miles east of Visalia rich 
lodes have been recently struck and a 
large number of miners are already 
collected in that vicinity. All these 
discoveries go to confirm the predic­ 
tion of the H erald made sometime 
ago, that this portion of the State con­ 
tains a vast amount of mineral wealth 
which only awaits the coming of the 
hardy miner. Southern California 
has never been thoroughly prospected 
for gold and silver. 


Improvements in Los Angeles. 
There never 1ms teen a time in the 
history of Los Angeles when the per­ 
manent improvements have been so 
general as now. Finer buildings have 
been erected than any now going up, 
but iu every part of the city are signs 
ef progress. New buildings — resi­ 
dences and business houses—are going 
up in every part of the city. Repairs 
and the enlargement of property are 
marked features in the rapid advance­ 
ment of our city. One only has to 
turn his mind back one or two years to 
note the steady progress we are mak­ 
ing in everything which makes a great 
business city; especially if we compare 
the old Spanish town of “The City of 
The Angels,” as it stood six years 
ago, with the present Los Angeles, we 
can hardly realize that the two are the 
same. The future of Los Angeles hav­ 
ing been secured and guaranteed, we 
have only to wait a few years to see 
here the great metropolis of Southern 
California, acknowledged as such, as 
much so as San Francisco is of the 
central and northern portions of our 
Sute. 
T h e Leader, L a v r a De F o rc e 
G o rd o n ’s paper, underbid the Inde­ 
pendent for the city printing of Stock­ 
ton and was awarded the contract for 
one year, whereat the old fossil, the 
Independent,vapors like an old woman 
herb doctor. The fact is, the Independ­ 
ent has long been a disgrace to Stock­ 
ton, and the sooner it is buried the 
better for the place. We are glad to 
know that the Council had the honesty 
and good sense to award the contract 
to the Leader—the lowest bidder and 
the only live puper in the city. Mrs. 
G o rd on is an intelligent, enterprising 
woman, and deserves tliq encourage­ 
ment she lias received. The Inde­ 
pendent is a feeble monopoly tool that 
has earned and receives the contempt 
of the community in which it is pub­ 
lished. 
Tiie snow-sheds on the Central Pa­ 
cific are constantly catching tire, and 
every fire costs the company from one 
thousand to twenty thousand dollars. 
There are about thirty miles of these 
sheds in the Sierras. Without their 
protection it would be impossible to 
operate the road in Winter, and to 
maintain them involves a constant 
outlay of money. They are built of 
heavy cedar timber, which, as it be­ 
comes dry, is still more liable to de­ 
struction by fire, which is always kin­ 
dled by sparks from passing locomo­ 
tives. A road that cannot be operated 
without snow-sheds is an expensive 
piece of property. The Southern Pa­ 
cific will have a great advantage over 
t e Central Pacific in this respect. It 
will need no snow-sheds. 


S enator S a r g en t, the railroad pet­ 
tifogger and great high chief of the 
California whisky ring, has no influ­ 
ence in the Senate. Whatever power 
lie possessed at the beginning of tho 
session lias departed, and he now talks 
and intrigues to no purpose. When 
lie makes a motion or offers an amend­ 
ment every honest Senator regards it 
as his duty to vote it down. A meas­ 
ure must be well supported if S ar­ 
g en t’s indorsement does not kill it at 
once. If he wants a hill passed, he 
either remaius silent or intimates liis 
disapprobation of it, and thus secures 
it supporters that his advocacy would 
drive to tbe other side. Poor A aron, 
like E sau, sold his birthright for a 
mess of pottage; hut unlike E sa u, he 
never secured the pottage.

Mistaken Philanthropy. 
In one column the San Francisco 
Pott prints an appeal for aid for the 
poor of England, and in another an 
account of a case of abject poverty— 
the almost starvation of a woman and 
her children in an obscure alley of 
that city. Out on such philanthropy; 
to Hades with such charity. San 
Francisco is full of such cases as that 
of this woman and her children. On 
every street may be found instances of 
want, destitution and poverty. These 
are left to drag on to Potter’s Field, 
while the people are implored to give 
aid to the poor of England. Bosh and 
nonsense! Until we have cared for 
our own poor, let England care for 
hers. One-half of the vast sums 
taken annually from the people by the 
royal family of England, would, if 
properly expended, drive want from 
the island. If anyone doubts this, let 
them figure up the thousands and 
thousands of pounds which go to make 
up the pocket money of Queen V ic­ 
to r ia's children. This vast sum is 
coined from the sweat of England’s 
subjects, and yet when England’s sub­ 
jects are short of bread there is no re* 
duction in the Royal family’s perqui­ 
sites. While the English Parliament 
is voting the Duke of Edinburg ever 
so many thousand pounds, the Post is 
calling on Americans.to aid the poor 
of England. Bah ! Why does the 
fool-killer neglect his duty ou this 
coast ? If we had no objects of charity 
at home, we should say, let us help 
the poor of England and of the whole 
world; but until our journals can pub­ 
lish no more such cases as that of the 
poor woman and her children, it is 
mockery to send out daily appeals in 
behalf of foreign sufferers. Gaunt 
want and moaning starvation stalks 
through Louisiana. 
Let us drive 
these curses from our owu land before 
we go in search of them in other na­ 
tions. Let us be just at home before 
we are geuerous abroad. 
S ome t im e since a Government con­ 
tractor at Mare Island employed a few 
Chinamen. The fact was sent on to 
Washington and Congressman Lvt- 
t r ell took immediate steps for pass­ 
ing a resolution prohibiting the em­ 
ployment of the Chinese on Govern­ 
ment navy yards, but he was some­ 
what mistaken. The resolution was 
voted down by Republican members, 
and now the contractor employs one 
hundred Chinamen, and will employ 
others as soon as he has work for them. 
It would be amusing to see Mare 
Island run by Chinamen under the 
management of men who are the 
loudest denunciators of coolie labor. 
Fully one-half of tbe work done in the 
Navy Yard may be performed by 
Chinamen, and now the contractors 
and bosses have the Government’s 
sanction to employ the cheap coolie 
the chance for the white men to find 
work on Uncle Sam’s ships is slight 
indeed. 
T h e r e are now over fifty acres of 
tobacco plants growing near the race 
track. It is all thrifty and coming 
forward finely. The leaves on some of 
the earliest set out plants are already 
about eighteen inches long, and give 
promise of a superior article of tobacco. 
Dr. H o w a rd , of the Los Angeles To­ 
bacco Company, is confident the to­ 
bacco grown in this valley M ill prove 
superior to that produced by the Gil­ 
roy Company, and equal to any grown 
iu the United ¿tutes. The success at­ 
tending the expel iment made here 
has attracted the attention of a num­ 
ber of persons who have had some 
practice in the business, and next sea­ 
son several hundred acres of tobacco 
will be cultivated in this valley. 


T h e political pot in Nevada is boil­ 
ing furiously. Uncle B illy S h aron 
is fixing things so that he will be al­ 
most certain to secure Ste w a r t’s seat 
in the Senate. Governor B ra d ley is 
a candidate for re-election, with about 
an even chance to get beaten. II. C. 
St r e e t of Elko is the most prominent 
Democratic candidate for Lieutenant- 
Governor. The Independent move­ 
ment in this State is very weak. The 
contest will be close between the Dem­ 
ocrats and the Republicans, with the 
chance of success on the side of the 
Republicans. Siiakon is said to be 
buying up the free American voters 
like so many sheep. Great country, 
that Nevada; votes arc sometimes 
worth five dollars apiece. 


B en. B u tler says it will some time 
be written of him that lie was a man 
whose virtues overbalanced liis faults; 
that he loved his country and his 
kind, justice and nobleness.

Mark but my full, and that 
ruined me. I charge thee fling away 
ambition. Corruption wins not more 
than honesty.”

It is aunounced that a steamer 
will leave San Francisco every alter­ 
nate Thursday for Panama, and call 
at all the Mexican ports on the way.

The accommoda­ 
tion afforded by this arrangement will 
not only tend to the increase of com­ 
merce with Mexico, but willcau9e the 
founding of a number of new settle­ 
ments. It will also greatly increase 
the coast travel.}

They 
come first to pass the W inter with us. 
All arc prompt to denounce every­ 
thing governmental with which they 
come in contact for the first two or 
three months. Our city government, 
in many respects infamous, certainly, 
they cannot calmly mention; our gold 
and silver currency they denounce be­ 
cause it calls fo ra small rate of dis­ 
count on greenbacks; they quarrel 
with our heathens, because they came 
with the impression that John would 
labor for ten dollars a month, and here 
we have to pay him $25 or $30—coin, 
too. At the end of four or live months 
however, they begin to think that they 
will stand it for a spell. 
They look 
upon an orange orchard and their 
breath comes fast and thick. 
Next 
they begin to ask about the price of 
land, and how much it would cost to 
set out some young trees, etc., and 
next tiling we find our contumacious 
friend of four months ago in 
the 
ranks of the fruit-growers—a fixture 
in I.os Angeles. 


A New Variety of Wheat. 


Mr. McCarty brought to our office 
yesterday some curious specimens of 
wheat grown on Mr. Beaudry’s place 
near the city. The heads are very 
large, containing from 
seventy to 
eighty grains each, having on either 
side smaller heads protruding from 
the main one. The grain is small, 
white and flinty and heavily bearded. 
The stem is of usual size, but woody 
and solid throughout, very unlike the 
ordinary wheat-straw. 
Only a few 
stalks were grown, and they of their 
own planting so far as known. They 
grew in a tieid of ordinary wheat, and 
while the other was effected with 
rust, this grain is perfectly sound. 
The specimens 
resemble Egyptian 
wheat in some respects but arc pro­ 
nounced not of that variety by parties 
to whom they have been shown. 
We 
would lie glad if some of our farmers 
would cull at the H e r a l d office and 
give their opinion on the still open 
question. 
Mr. McCarty has about a 
quart of the grain and proposes to 
plant it another season so us to pre­ 
serve the variety.

Good Templar’s Wine. 


The Stockton Independent tells of a 
new kind of wine, made by Janies 
Smyth, who resides a few miles from 
that city. 
It is described as a simple 
and very successful process of making 
a light quality of sweet unintoxicating 
wine. 
The juice is pressed from the 
fruit in the ordinary way, and then 
placed in a huge vat nr tank, carefully 
boiled, and the impurities skimmed on 
as they rise to the surface. 
After the 
juice thus treated becomes cool, it is 
placed in bottles, as may be desired, 
anil then stowed away for use. 
He 
has tried this process during the last 
two years, ano finds that there is no 
trouble whatever in keeping tlie wine 
thus made. So well pleased is he witli 
the process that lie proposes to make 
all his wine, hereafter, in tlie same 
manner. 
By tlie boiling process it 
does not become necessary to ruck oil' 
tin; wine, as it is perfectly clear and 
free from all impurities as soon as tlie 
operation is completed. 
The wine 
thus made, lie says, is wholly free 
from intoxicating qualities, and is a 
beverage to tlie use of which on the 
table the most rigid temperance advo­ 
cate could not reasonably object. 


The Portland City 
Election. 


The Oregonian of June IGth says: 
“The municipal election of Portland 
passed off remarkably quiet. A more 
orderly and peaceable election lias not 
transpired in this city for some years. 
Scarcely a brawl or street-tight dis­ 
turbed tlie equanimity of public feel­ 
ing, and but very few intoxicated per­ 
sons were observed. There was much 
hard, earnest work done by both par­ 
ties; but good feeling characterized 
the day’s proceedings. It is needless 
to add that tlie contest resulted in the 
trium phant election of every man on 
tlie People’s ticket, over which every 
good citizen who earnestly desires re­ 
form and retrenchment of the city 
government and tlie reduction of tax­ 
ation, will have reason to rejoice.” 
The total vote of the city was 1,745, 
and tlie aggregate majority for tlie In­ 
dependent ticket was 549. 


In the late Ashantee war, in regions 
where tlie drinking water was notori­ 
ously unwholesome, sulphate of alum­ 
ina was added to the water, and by 
this means tho organic and other im­ 
purities were precipitated, leaving the 
water co'oriess and perfectly whole­ 
some.

The Yolo M ail of the 18th instant 
says: 
“ The very strong and somo- 
times severe north wind, which com­ 
menced blowing on Sunday night, 
J une 7th, ceased on Sunday, J une 14th. 
YVe note this particularly, because it is 
one day ahead of anything of the kind 
for length of time, which lias hap­ 
pened since we have been in tlie town 
of Woodland—five years. 
We have 
known of its blowing six days in sue- ¡ 
cession, but never before for seven. A i 
part of this time the wind was com- 
paratlvely cool; but on Friday, Satur­ 
day and Sunday last the heat was in­ 
tense—the thermometer on Sunday 
reaching as high as 102 degrees in the 
shade. Tho effect of this wind has 
been to mature the early wheat very 
rapidly and to injure some of the late 
by a premature ripening. Tlie harvest 
has been bastonea at least a week, and 
we may expect to hear of a busy time, 
in consequence of tlie scarcity of help. 
We have paid particular attention to 
one field of wheat near town, of some 
one hundred acres, which one week 
ago looked green and growing, but 
now exhibits a golden line and is ready 
for tlie header. Mucli of the grass, 
which looked green upon tlie ground 
when the wind commenced, is now as 
dry as tinder and would be good food 
for the flames. The alfalfa alone has 
stood the dreadful scourge 
It may, 
for a day or two, look sickly under 
such a severe parching, but recuper­ 
ates in a very short time. 


Talk of growing grain is over for 
this year. Spring is ended, and Sum ­ 
mer opens 
with 
golden treasure. 
Never lias there been so much said by 
the press of the growing crops as dur­ 
ing tlie Spring just closed. 
It seemed 
that the papers vied with each other 
in showing up the condition of the 
crops. 
Much of the late grain, which 
it was thought would not pay for the 
cutting, will yield from twelve to fif­ 
teen bushels to the acre, and some not 
expected to go over this am ount will 
go eighteen to twenty bushels per 
acre. The average crop will be fully 
twenty-five bushels to the acre. Much 
of our grain will make forty bushels. 
—[Sutter Banner.
